CHICAGO, HI., May 1.—The people of 


Chicago and the Western states to-day 
saw and cheered Admiral De-wey us he, 
»t the head of a military imd civic pa- 
rade, wus driven through the downtown 
stre«t3 of the city over a line of inarch 
extending over four miles. 


From a raised and beautiful dais in the 


grand stand erected on Jackson boule- 
vard, at the *ide of the new Federal 
building, the admiral reviewed a parade 
in which nearly a hundred different mil- 
itary and civic organizations from all 
part* of the state participated, including 
the veterans of three wars, a aquad of 
Bailors who were with the admiral at the 
Buttle of Manila Bay, and marching clubs 
of political parties. 


Everywhere the admiral was greeted 


r Vdially by throngs of people along the 
route. 
Notwithstanding its 
immense 


length, and the great number of organiza- 
tions Hiking part, the parade started al- 
jnost on schedule time, 11 o'clock. 


Ad. lira! Dewcy, accompanied by Mayor 


Harrison and Ohnrle* A. Plamnndon, was 
driven to the starting point of the parade, 
shortly before that hour. A fe\v minutes 
latrr the order was given to start. Along 
the line of march the buildings were 
ablaze with Hugs and bunting, the na- 
tional colors were fluttering from num- 
berless flagpoles and windows, with here 
and there the dark blue of the admiral's

On the steps of the Art Institute, grouped 
to form the letters of .Dpwcy's name in 
blue. As the admiral was slowly driven 
by 'the chorus, mid the Muttering of 
handkerchiefs, the blue arid white sang 
patriotic songs, the admiral smiling and 
bowing to Miv singers until the carriage 
was fur beyond the building.

CHICAGO, 11!., May 1.—The Montreal, 


Quebec, police to-day were notifiedvto ar- 
rest Thomas Neveu and a woman named 
Sadie Carroll, said to have left Chicago 
last night with properly valued at $fo> 
000, alleged to have been stolen by young 
Ncveu from his mother. Mrs. M. J. Ne- 
vcu, mother of Thomas, made complaint 
to the police last night. She said that 
she and her sons Thomas and Arthur rc- 
ci-ntly returned from Cape Nome, in a 
valise she kept diamonds, gold dust and 
negotiable paper valued at $liO,UOO and 
other papers showing her right to a claim 
on Bonanza Creek. The claim, she said, 
is worth $40,000. 


According to the story of Mrs- Neveu, 


Thomas put an opiate in her tea, und 
when sho awoke from her stupor she 
found her younger son and the valise 
containing the property had disappeared. 
It was learned to-day that persons an- 
swering the description given of Thomas 
Neveu, who is only 17. and Sadie Carroll, 
2S, had left for Montreal, Ncveu's for- 
mer home, lost night.

RAILROAD BLAMED FOR 


JOHN DEUSCrlLE'S DEATH. 


Charge« N*cl«ct lu Not CloUff 
Guard 


Gatti or Having Employ! Guard

The inquest over the remains of John 


Deuschle, the man'who met death by be- 
ing struck by the 4:35 southbound train 
Sunday afternoon, was held in the cor- 
oner's office in the courthouse this mom- 
ing.1 Quite a number of witnesses testi- 
fied as to the surroundings at that point 
and gave the details of the accident. . 


Mrs. Mary Olson was the first witness 


called. She testified to standing near .the 
window in a house where she was calling 
located near the track and ball park. The 
train from the south had just passed and 
a rumble in the north denoted, the ap- 
proach of another. The_deccased and his 
wife were riding from the east, the horse 
going quite slow. "I looked up again as 
if to locate the people. They had now 
reached the track, and the same instant 
the train struck tjiem. I heard the train 
whistle for the crossing several short 
blasts, but did not know if the boll was 
ringing. The gates obstructing the cross- 
ing were not lowered." 


Alex J. Horlick, the next witness call- 


ed, had crossed the track a few minutes 
before the accident. 
"I saw the train 


coining from the north. Did, not see a 
carriage behind my own. Did not hear 
the blast of the whistle, but believed ilia 
bell was ringing.'1 


1. W. Seavcrus, the engineer, testified 


to blowing the crossing and stauou whis- 
tles, und us he crossed tire spot where the 
accident occurred he felt a slight jar of 
the locomotive. He shut oil' steam, ap- 
plied brakes and brought train lo a 
standstill in about 1,200 feet. 


City Attorney Heck assisted the cor- 


oner, with Attorney Lukes, while for the 
railroad company Wallace Ingalls asked 
tiie questions with the assistance of a 
number of the company's officials. 


After the above witnesses had been ex- 


amined the case was turned over to the 
jury, who, after some arguing, brought in 
the following verdict: 


'•We, the jury, find that John Deuschlc 


came to his death by being struck by 
pasenger train Ko. 14, of the Chicago & 
Northwestern railway, on the 29th day 
of April, 1000, through the neglect of the 
said company, by not.closing ihe guard 
gates, "which thfft 1 crossing is supplied 
with, nor guarding the crossing by any 
employee of the company."

Electric Light, Gas. and Heating 


Plants at Kenosha Bought by 


Milwaukee Company- 


Within the next few days all the light- 


ing and heating systems in Kenosha will 
pass under the control of (he Milwaukee 
Gas company, which now has the control 
of the stock of the Kenosha Gas com- 
pany, 'fhe completion of the deal was 
announced this morning, and when the 
news got about both companies made vig- 
orous attempts to suppress the facts un- 
til the money had been paid, but later 
boii admitted that the deal was a real- 
ity, and that the formal transfer would 
probably be made in the next-few d-ays. 


-As to considerations, neither company 


is willing to give ligurca. The Milwaukee 
company has long owned a large block 
of t>hc stock of the Kenosha Gas com- 
pany, and the deal will result in the re- 
mainder ol.the-stock boiug.transferred to 
the company. Arrangements have already 
•been innde to float tiie bonds to the 
extent of $200,000 
on the 
combined 


plants, and. ivhc articles of incorporation 
for the new company will also allow 
them to increase this amount to $300,000. 
The $200,000 probably represents the cash 
money paid for ihe two plants. 
The 


change of ownership will probably be 
made at once. 


Extensive improvements will be made 


during the year to all the plants.

State Board of Control Adopt Re- 


vised Set of Regulations.

MADISON, Wia., April 27.—The State 


Board of Cor.trol has adopted new rules 
governing the management. of county 
iisylums for the chronic insane and will, 
during tfto next few days, send circulars 
containing them to the 'authorities in 
charge of all such 'institutions. 
The 


State Board will no longer tolerate the 
practice, now quite- gfmoral with County 
boards, of engaging as asylum physician 
the doctor offering to perform the duties 
for the least sum of money. The new 
rules also specify th« duties of asylum 
physicians and .tend to remove many ex- 
isting abuses in the medical manage- 
ment of such institution. Other reforms, 
such as the constant watching of pa- 
tients during the entire twenty-four 
hours of the clay and several more of 
equal importance, are to be inaugurated. 


President W. P. -uyon of the State 


Board said to-day that the new rules 
were the result of a long and careful in- 
vestigatiqr \ of the management of the 
county asylums, which, in a number of 
instances, was not found what it should 
be. The relatives of the 3,500 inmates of 
county insane asylums und the public 
generally, lie said, would be interested 
in the proposed reforms. If the county 
authorities ignore the new" rules, Judge 
Lyon said, -the State board would en- 
force- them. The board has authority to 
empty or withhold stste aid from asy- 
lums governed by rofractory officials. 


The circular containing the new and 


revised rules which provide; 


1. Asylum physicians should not' be 


selected iiiul eonlruuts for -the medical 
care of the insane awarded upon compet- 
itibe bids. The -trustees should appoint 
some competent physician and fix his sal- 
ary. The selection should be made with 
the care and consideration that mignt 
reasonably bo expected in the selection 
of a family physician. The asylum phy- 
sician should visit the asylum at least 
twice each week. At each visit he is ex- 
pected in addition to attending to the 
*ick inmates to examine the sanitary 
condition of the asylum and grounds nnd 
the condition! of the patients, their 
health, diet, clothing and cleanliness, the 
wrk required of them and any other 
condition affecting their welfare and 
comfort. He will advise and direct the 
supcrintondenfc as -in which of the pa- 
tients should be required to labor and 
the kinds and amount of -work each 
working patient is able to perform. At 
each visit to the asylum the physician 
shall enter in a book, furnished by the 
superintendent, the date of his visit, 
the name, age and malady of each pa- 
tient treated by him, tne treatment pre- 
scribed, and the name of each patient he 
has advised the superintendent should 
not be required to labor. At least once 
in each month the physician shall also 
enter in said book sUfements of the san- 
it»rv condition of the institution, and 
•the general rendition of -the patient.) in 
respect to the matters herein mentioned. 
'He is invited io enter therein nny sug- 
gestions he may -think proper to make 
make for the improvement of the insti- 
tution, and the promotion o'f the welfare 
of the inmates. 


Each county asylum shall nave upon 


its staff of-employees a female night at- 
tendant who shall be constantly on duty 
during each night, in the apnri-.nents oc- 
cupied by the female inmates. Such at- 
tendant shall make a. daily report to the 
superintendent. 
' 
Tho trustees of each'1 county asylum 


arc required to omploy, and keep nn 
duty, a competent night watchman at 
their institution through each night dur- 
ing the whole year. 


There shall also be- kept an'account of 


all the products of the asylum farm used 
or consumed in the asylum, or disposed 
of, and the. proceeds so used. The fair 
market value thereof, or tho money re- 
ceived for.the same and so used in each 
year, shall be deducted from 'the annual 
interest at 4 per cent, on the'.cost of the 
asylum plant and equipment, excluding 
cost of poorhouse and equipment if there 
bo a .poorhouse under the same manage- 
ment. ' The balance represents the net 
annual interest on the investment at 4 
per cent. 
This balance should be in- 


cluded in the current expense account of 
th« .asylum upon which the per capita 
cost of maintenance is computed. 


Section 601, R. S., provides that every 


female over 10 years of age committed to 
any hospital or asylum for the. insane 
thill be accompanied by a competent fe- 
male. This board has been astonished to 
learn -that this- most salutary--'law, de- 
manded by common decency for the 
protection " of helpless insane women 
from possible outrage or neglect, has re- 
cently bcon disregarded in two instances. 
in each of which an insane woman was 
brought to the hospital, in one case, by 
k "sheriff alone, and in the other by the 
•heriff and a male autistant only.

Tne fill-ins of a sena.tori»k vacancy 'by a 
ijoVBrnor—when 'the vacancy is nol caus- 
ed toy dcat!h or resignation during a re- 
cetw of the legislature—is not only a flag- 
lu.nt -usunmtion of fhe people's .rights 
and n, violation of the Constitution, but 
if sustained by filie senate, would open 
up dangerous possibilities in the way of 
iilrinra-to control of the senatorial suc- 
cession r>y sUtc machines tLgainst the 
popular will.

The Chicago board of trade "have adopt-

disastrous flre in the history ol Canada 
occurred here. It began shortly before 
noon In Hull, on the opposite side of 
the Ottawa river, and at midnight was 
not wholly subdued, but under control, 
Flre brigades from every point within 
200 mile»—Montreal, Toronto, Kings- 
ton, Rockrille, Peterboro—have has- 
tened here to lend their assistance, 
but they have all been practically 
powerless. 
Th« destruction of the 


electric-power house has left the city 
In darkness, except for the red glare of 
tke flames, which, however, are bright 
enough to show the haggard faces of 
the hurrying crowds and the general 
desolation of a large portion of the 
city. 
Fifteen 
thousand people are 


homeless in Ottawa and Hull. Con- 
servative estimate* make the loss 
something in the neighborhood of |20,- 
000,000. The flre has swept clean an 
area of a .mile and a half north and 
south and a mile wide in tha city of 
Ottawa, -together with three-fifths of 
the city of Hull. Tbe neighboring vli- 
ages of Hlntonburg. Mechanicsville, 
Eddyvill* and Bircbtown have also 
been victims of the terrible visitation. 
That portion of the city east of Divi- 
sion street, the old boundary line of 
he elty before Rocheatervllle was an- 
nexed, was almost entirely burned 
down. Here and there a building re- 
mains 
The village of Hintonburgh, 


still further, east, In close proximity to 
,hci city, h»s not beam destroyed as 
rapidly. 
The greater pwt, remains. 


The fire at midnight wag largely con- 
fined to th»t part of Rochesterville ly- 
ng near the St Loais dam in the 
southeast part of the cfty. 
Unless a 


heavy wind rises the remainder of th«^ 
city is safe. 
\a the flre occurred in daylight the 


loss of life has been comparatively 
small, but many people have been 
more or less severely injured. Chief 
Benolt of the Hull flre department was 
killed by a falling wall of McKay's 
grist mill. A Mrs. Cook of Welling- 
ton street, who seems to have become 
insane from excitement and the de- 
struction of her home, broke away 
from her friends and ran to -be cre- 
mated in the seething flames. An 
unknown man was found dead on the 
Canadian Pacific railroad track. James 
-Mavan of Queen street west is re- 
ported to be fatally injured, and some 
pieces of timber fell on James Merry- 
field, who was taken to the hospital. 
A great many persons were mow or 
less severely burned from remaining 
too long in the houses or from return- 
ing for things they had lorgotten. The 
flre started in the chimney of a labor- 
inpraan's cottage In Hull.

This Is always 
done In early spring In order to get 
colonies very strong In numbers ready 
for the honey flow that we may have 
a large force of bees to store honey, 
and thus obtain 'arge honey crops. 


Bees do not attain much strength, 


and produce such a working force of 
their own natural way of building np 
in spring, so that we frequently double 
their strength In this manner, and this 
accounts for the immense houey crops 
we read about and' which many -of us 
think are "fish stories" and on paper 
only, but a correct understanding 
changes our opinion.

Starting the Melon*. 


Melon viniis cannot be transplanted 


successfully, hence we have to adopt 
some other means to start' them if 
early melons are wanted. I select a 
tough sod of, black loam and cut Into 
pieces from six to eight Inches square 
and about four inches -thick. I place 
the grassy side down 'and close to- 
gether so as to form a-level bed. Then 
the seeds are planted 'the middle of 
A.ril with from six to ten seeds in 
each sod.

THE RAPE PLANT. 


Popular -War* o* SowlHB It In Vari- 


ouf Heirlon*—H» Feedine Valne. 
Concerning dwarf Essex rape, one 


of the mo»t valuable and popular foe- 
age plants Introduced Into the United 
States In the last quarter of a century, 
Thomas Shaw of the Minnesota uni- 
versity says in Otlo Farmer: It Is 
probably true that .half a million acres 
were sown iu the United States last 
summer—that is to say, enough .to fat- 
ten 5,000,000 head of sheep and lambs, 
and yet the plant has not been befora 
the general public In this country for 
more than one decade. 


It Is one of tho hardiest of plants. 


It Is not easily injured by drought or 
wet, by heat or cold (although It en- 
dures heat less ivell than cold), n<:>d It 
has but few enemies. 
The caVbage 


worm and the white or green aphis 
would seem to be about the only ene- 
mies that prey upon It. It will grow 
on any kind of soil that is good and at 
'sill friable, but the richer the land the 
better it will grow. It has a peculiar 
adaptation for rich muck lands so filled 
with humus as to be too rich for pro- 
ducing good yields of grain. Usually 
the more highly ordinary lands are en- 
riched for growing rape tbe larger will 
be the yields. 
Rape can be sown any time from tne 


opening of spring until the end of July 
in Hie northern and middle states, and 
In the south It may be sown later. It 
usually reaches a- maximum of growth 
in 75 to 90 days from the date of sow- 
lug. It yields from 10 to 20 tons of 
food much richer than clover and even 
more palatable, and an average crop 
will sustain from 10 to 13 head of 
sheep or lambs for 60 days.. It may be 
r-own on land specially prepared for It, 
or It may be grown ae a-catch crop 
after winter rye has been oaten down, 
after clover has ,been .pastured or 
mown and In ha any instances' after 
grain crops have Wenjharv'estcd. 


A favorite way of so wing', jt on prai- 


rie lands is'to mix one pound of rape 
Reed with every .two bushels,of grain 
sown.' The seed Is then deposited with j 
the drill; Unless' in' abnor'jpnlly wet 
seasons 'the' rape' doc's not .harm too 
grain, and after the latter is cutlt 
springs up like magic after hnrvS^t 
and covers the land with the best of 
sheep pastures. 


On soils with much clay In tlicm It la 


usually better.,to sow-in rows about 24 
to 30 inches apart and to cultivate the 
crop. On.black Soils and on ordinary 
prairie sorts 'In the Mississippi basin 
tliis is not usually necessary. The seed 
Is sown broadcast at the rate of three 
to five- pounds per/acro and is covered 
with the,.barrow. But in tbe dry and 
semlarlcilreglons It Is better la nearly 
all instances-to putvltUn more deeply 
than broadcasting would deposit it. 


It makeiorcellent pasture for sheep, 


gwlne, cattle and horses and lias adap- 
tation In pro-riding, pasture for them In 
the order named. It is equally adapted 
to soiling uacs for these classes of live 
stock. There Is probably no better 
green stood for fowls, but It cannot bo 
cured for winter use. The Important 
precaution In grazing It down ts not 
to allow the animals to feed upon It at 
will when' they' are'very hungry, as, 
like clover. It may produce.bloat. The 
seed caniiot be : proCtably . grown iu 
northern latitudes,' but 'it.ujay south- 
ward and iilso in the', extreme west. 
The Dwarf Essex'variety, about tbe 
only one' that should be sown, grows 
into seed the next season after plant-

The following instructions 
on methods of raising sugar, beets un- 
der a system of irrigation 1 'were pre- 
pared by an expert for the -use of die 
members of the different clubs and will 
be of Interest in other sections where 
beets are grown by irrigation: 


All land should be plowed In the fall, 


§ay from 13 to. .14. Inches.. deep, -and If 
necessary In the spring from .sli to' 
eight Inches deep. Here, where we 
have so much frost' aud snow In the 
winter, we usually use a disk harrow 
or cultivator in the spring and work 
the surface of the ground well so as to 
prepare a good seed bed. In most cases 
the hind should be rolled before plant- 
ing, but grsat care, must be' taken not 
to work the land when It is very moist, 
as it will pack too hard for the beet 
drill.

The seed is planted with a drill made 


for tee purpose,' drawn by two horses, 
planting four rows at a time from, IS 
to 20 inches apart, thus giving ample 
room for furrows for Irrigation. Seed 
should be planted .from one-fourth to 
one-half Inch deep: if deeper, a poor 
stand of plants Is apt to 'be .the result. 
Fifteen to 20 pounds o( seed per acre 
ts required. 


The thinning Is done. -when tho plants 


have four l«aves by taking a narrow 
hoe four or five inches wide and spac- 
ing the beets in bunches from six 'to 
eight inches apart. A small boy follows 
the man hoeing and removes all plants 
from 
each bunch - except one, 
the 


strongest and healthiest In rich soil 
leave the plants about six inches apart, 
and In very light soil it is sometimes 
necessary to leave them ten Inches 
apajrt, each farmer being his own judsa 
in regard to this.

We never- commance -irrigating until 


the beets show they require moisture 
(usually lettloz them'suffer a few days) 
and by so doing it glvea us a nice long, 
tapering Beet. If watered too early, we 
usually li ave a short, sprtggy, undesira- 
ble beet, as Is the case by using too 
much manure or oy planting on alkali 
land. 


Great care should be taken not to 


give the beets too much water, as It 
may prove a greater detriment1 than 
not having. enough. Cross ditches are 
made every 20 to 30 rods, depending 
upon the slope and nature of the land.
